As I suggest above, we in the Central Intelligence Agency concur 
generally with General Lindsay* s intelligence estimates, although of course 
much more could be said on most of the points he raises. However, we 
are a little less optimistic than he is over the prospects for Kuwait, Qatar 
and Bahrein, and perhaps a little more optimistic over the prospects for 
the Sudan. On the other hand, we are inclined to believe that Libya is very 
vulnerable to Egyptian aggression. 

The suggestion that a ’’cold war watch committee” be formed is one 
which has been seriously considered several times in the past. It is our 
view that a ’’watch committee” charged with the responsibility of watching 
generally developing situations on a world-wide basis would be saddled with (j)
